Collego Aptitude Tests 

Together with thousands ot 
other Seniors throughout the 
United States, the following Sen- 
iors of St. Stanislaus will be given 
the Navy College Aptitude Test, 
Saturday in order to qualify for 
the Naval Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps when they enter col- 
lege in September. 

Those who qualify in this test 
and the physical and selection 
procedures to follow will be en 
titled to enter college and follow 
the necessary Naval Science 
courses, together with their regu- 
lar academic courses, required to 
qualify them for commissions in 
the Naval Reserve upon gradua- 
tion.

“Grave concern has been ex- 
pressed continually throughout the 
nation about the quality of high 
school teaching in these subject 
fields and this program is one 
of the first important steps tak- 
en toward improvement of the 
situation,’ Dr Hutcherson said.

The new program—being offer- 
biology, chemistry, mathematics 
and physics departments—lead 
ed through the cooperation of the 
to the master of science degree 
in combined sciences. Emphasis 
is placed on course work that 
will help the science teacher im 
measurably in his own classroom 
laboratory. 

Although opportunity is provid 
ed to complete a limited amount 
of work in professional education, 
the program is in sciences and 
mathematics, not education, the 
dean stressed. It is assumed that 
the student has already satisfied 


professional education require 
ments for certification. 
Eligibility for the program will 
be determined on an individual 
basis.
